NEW AUTOMOBILE LAWS 


A number of changes have been made in road laws as they affect 


,ro;orist8 by the legislature, changes that will work for•the safe y 
of travel generally. 
One law provides' that headlights shall be 


dlnmod in passing another motor or vehicle said dimming to tako 
place when at a distance of not less than 700 feet, or so adjusted that 
a distance of not less than 200 feet or more in front of such vehicle, 
no part of the intensified rays shall be visible more than 3 and one- 
half tot above the surface of the highway and remain so until the 
approaching vehicle passes by. Spot lights must be put out at a 
distance of not less than 700 feet unless so deflected that their rays 
shire directly on the roadway and at a distance not exceeding 60 
feet in front of the vehicle. Twenty-five dollars fine is provided for 
the iirst offense, and not less than $50 or more than $100 for the 


ini olTense. 
Another .bill provides for lights on all vehicles traveling on 


public highways one hour after sunset and one hour betore sunr.se, 
,Hi,l IH.ts to be visible at least 200 feet, from the front and the 
rear. A twenty-five dollar fine is also provided for violation of this 


\nothcr law makes it mandatory that detours shall he kept 


passable and in repair while highways are being rebuilt or repaired

municipalities, where such roads arc part of main highways, under 
provisions of an amendment to the Cass Highway law.

dent Wilson has taken all the 
Btepa within his power to bring 
the navy trf its maximum man 
strength for the present. He may 
Btill ask congress that it be raised 
to 100,000 men. 


He still has-several ways open 


whereby he can bring the land 
forces to greater strength, though 
Bpecualtkra is that he will get his 
main increase by asking for vol- 
unteers or by having congress 
pass a compulsory training law.

A CASE IN POINT 


Charles Eiehenlaub, asfarmer living at the headwaters of Little 


Bear Creek, came to town, by rail, one day last week, to market 
produce. He was compelled to remain overnight, because a heairy 
rain fell after his arrival and from experience, he knew that the 
ioad. which rims along the banks of Little Bear, would be inundated 
•iud impassible, it 'being so located that it is lower at places than 
j|,c creek. Speaking of the situation Mr. Eiehenlaub.said the condi- 


oii of the highway was injurious to the welfare of those whom it 


is designed to serve. Frequently it prevented them from reaching 
market at all and generally only light loads could be hauled over 
it thus making marketing costly. For several years relief had been 
sought through the county commissioners, but owing to a lack of 
funds, they had teen unable to do anything until this year, when 
the road will be repaired, if the funds can be possibly be found. 


There are many good farms tributary to Little Bear road, but 


they seldom change hands and have a reduced sale price because of 
the lack of good roads. And there is the kernel, of the whole road 
situation, or question. In the aggregate large sains of money have 
been spent on the Little Bear pike, if such it may be called. The 
connty, combined with the township, never constructed it rightly 
and expenditures were for temporary repairs that had a ha'bit of 
disappearing every time a rain fell. The right sort of a highway 
would have cost no more in the same number of years, not even is 
much, perhaps, as a makeshift. If we figure on what has been the 
less to those who must use the road, certainly not as much. Where- 
fore we reach the conclusion that the best policy is to -build perma- 
nent roads. This may be slow, because people have to be able to get 
somewhere and exigencies of outlet demand temporary provision 
therefor; but to the possible limit its resources will permit the coun- 
ty will find that real roads are the only roads.

NEW AUTOMOBILE LAWS 


A number o£ changes have 'been made in road laws as they affect 


.. o-.orists by flic legislature, changes that will-work for the safety 
of travel generally. One law provides that headlights shall be 
dirinied in .passing another motor or vehicle, said dimming to take 
place when at a distance of not less than 700 feet, nr so adjusted that 
a distance of not less than 200 feet or more in front, of such vehicle, 
no part of the intensified rays shall be visible more than 3 and one- 
half feet above the surface of the highway and remain so until the 
approaching vehicle passes by. Spot lights must be put out at a 
distance of not less than 700 feet unless so deflected that their rays 
shine directly on the road-vay and at a distance not exceeding CO 
feet in front of the vehicle. Twenty-five dollars fine is provided for 
the first offense, and not less than $50 or more than $100 for the 
second offense. 


Another bill provides for lights on all vehicles traveling on 


public highways one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, 
said lights to be visible at least 200 feet, from the front and the 
rear. A twenty-five dollar fine is also provided for violation of this 
law.

Another law makes it mandatory that detours shall be kept 


passable and in repair while highways are being rebuilt or repaired. 


County funds may be spent in maintaining roads iu villages and 


mtinicipalities, where such roads are part of main highways, under 
provisions of an amendment to the Cass Highway law. 


Another law makes it mandatory on a judge to sentence an auto- 


mobile thief to from one to fifteen years in the penitentiary. 


Another law provides for the suspension or revocation of the 


iceusc of a reckless automobile driver.
